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The  Fifth  Anniversary  of  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children, 
was  held  at  the  Union  Church  on  Sunday,  May  9,  1858,  at  8 o’clock,  P.  M. 

After  an  anthem  by  the  Choir,  the  Chair  was  taken  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Castle,  the  Rector  of  the  Church,  who  introduced  the  services  of  the 
evening  by  a prayer  to  the  Throne  of  Grace. 

The  Annual  Report  was  then  read,  and  an  interesting  introductory 
Address  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Irvin  H.  Torrence,  of  the  Methodist 
Church. 

Addresses  were  also  delivered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Nevin  and  the  Rev. 
John  Chambers,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  by  the  Rev.  Kingston 
Goddard,  D.  D.,  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  A collection  was  then  taken 
up,  and  the  audience,  which  was  one  of  the  largest  ever  assembled  on  the 
occasion  of  an  Anniversary  by  the  Home,  retired,  after  the  benediction 
was  pronounced  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Goddard.

FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  history  of  little  children  constitutes  one  of  the  sad- 
dest and  most  humiliating  pages  in  the  history  of  the  hu- 
man race.  Opening  our  Bibles,  we  read  of  those  awlio 
had  slain  their  children  to  their  idol”  Moloch,  “ and  deliv- 
ered them  to  cause  them  to  pass  through  the  fire,  to  devour 
them.”  Coming  down  to  the  time  of  the  great  philosopher 
of  Greece,  we  find  him  teaching  the  expediency  and  law- 
fulness of  exposing  children  in  particular  cases,  to  perish. 
In  India,  which  in  this  respect  gives  only  too  faithful  a rep- 
resentation of  the  condition  of  things  in  China,  the  Islands 
of  Polynesia,  and  elsewhere  in  the  heathen  world,  we  all 
know  what  multitudes  of  children  have  been  destroyed, 
“ by  offering  them  to  the  Ganges ; burying  them  alive ; 
suspending  them  in  baskets  on  trees  to  be  devoured  by  ants 
and  birds  of  prey ; or  exposiug  them  to  be  torn  in  pieces 
by  crocodiles,  jackals  and  tigers.”  Even  in  enlightened 
Britain,  and  that  almost  within  the  memory  of  some  still  liv- 
ing, spectacles  have  been  witnessed  that  for  the  honor  of 
the  nation,  and  the  world,  we  might  well  wish  had  never 
been  recorded  in  their  annals. 
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We  might  go  on  to  relate  the  history  of  children  in  the 
mines,  and  in  the  factories,  to  show  how  strangely  indifferent, 
and  oftentimes  how  utterly  callous  the  public  mind  becomes, 
in  reference  to  the  condition  and  fate  of  little  children.  Aw- 
ful as  it  now  seems  to  us  to  throw  children  into  the  Ganges, 
or  cart  them  away  to  Tyburn,*  the  time  we  believe  will 
one  day  come,  when  it  will  seem  just  as  awful  to  send  them 
away  to  the  Almshouse.  Cruel  as  idolatry  and  supersti- 
tion have  been,  they  are  not  a whit  more  cruel  than  intem- 
perance and  vice.  In  proof  of  this,  and  perhaps  as  the 
best  illustration  of  the  nature  of  the  field  in  which  “ The 
Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  has  been  carry- 
ing on  its  operations  for  the  last  five  years,  take  a few  of 
the  cases  as  we  find  them  entered  upon  our  records.  These 
“short  and  simple  annals”  of  the  poor  children,  we  have 
no  doubt,  will  constitute  argument  and  appeal  all-sufficient 
for  the  friends  and  patrons  of  this  Institution  once  more, 
and  it  will  not  commend  itself  to  their  kindly  care  and 
sympathy  in  vain. 

CASES. 

May  5,  1857.  Three  children,  a brother  and  two  sisters, 
in  a very  sad  and  filthy  condition,  when  admitted ; found 
in  the  midst  of  penury,  wretchedness  and  vice,  entirely 
neglected,  and  ignorant  even  of  their  own  age. 

Same  date.  Two  children  in  a similar  condition,  whose 
father  and  mother  are  in  prison  for  riot  and  drunkenness. 

May  19.  Two  small  children,  a boy  and  girl,  aged  about 
five  and  six  years ; their  mother  found  dead,  her  children 
lying  beside  her.  Verdict  of  the  jury, — “ Death  from  In- 
temperance !” 


See  Rogers’  Table  Talk. 
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June  16.  A little  girl,  aged  seven.  jSTo  father  living. 
Her  mother,  a notorious  drunkard,  now  in  Moyamensing 
prison  for  vagrancy  and  drunkenness,  and  who  has  been 
repeatedly  arrested  before. 

June  23.  A brother  and  sister,  ten  and  seven  years  of 
age.  Their  mother  in  prison  for  larceny.  Ho  father,  no 
friend,  no  home ! 

July  21.  Two  little  girls,  five  and  seven  years  of  age, 
found  covered  with  mud.  Their  father,  at  his  death,  left 
property  to  the  amount  of  fourteen  hundred  dollars.  This 
their  mother  sacrificed  for  four  hundred  dollars,  and  then 
gave  herself  up  to  intemperance.  Discharged  from  prison, 
where  she  had  been  thrown  for  her  dissipation,  she  imme- 
diately returned  to  her  old  habits,  locking  herself  in  with 
her  children  for  days  at  a time,  subsisting  chiefly  on  liquor, 
of  which  a large  supply  was  kept  in  the  house.  The  cries 
of  the  children,  who  were  suffering  from  want  of  food, 
having  lived  for  several  days  on  onions  and  salt,  finally  alarm- 
ed the  neighbors ; the  door  was  broken  in— -and  the  woman 
found  lying  on  the  floor  in  a state  of  gross  intoxication. 
The  house  presented  a most  sickening  condition,  fairly 
reeking  with  filth.  There  was  scarcely  five  dollars  worth 
of  furniture  in  the  whole  building,  while  in  the  cellar  were 
found  four  barrels  of  liquor. 

July  28.  A little  girl  turned  out  of  the  house  by  a 
drunken  mother,  for  refusing  to  go  and  buy  liquor  for  her. 

November  10.  A bright  eyed  vivacious  little  girl,  only 
six  years  of  age ; her  father  dead,  her  mother  committed 
to  prison ; the  child  literally  no  place  to  lay  her  head  at 
night,  except  upon  the  steps  of  houses. 

A lad  turned  adrift  by  a drunken  father,  and  picked  up 
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by  a poor  shoemaker,  who  had  no  family  of  his  own,  bnt 
who  kept  him  in  his  own  shop  from  starving. 

A little  boy,  supported  by  a poor  old  beggar-woman,  sev- 
enty-six years  old,  till  she  could  scarcely  beg  enough  to 
keep  herself  alive. 

Two  little  girls  committed  by  a dying  mother  to  the 
Home,  rather  than  to  the  tender  mercies  of  a drunken 
father. 

December  1.  Three  children,  whose  father  was  convicted 
of  manslaughter,  in  killing  his  nephew ! These  are  some 
of  the  friendless  little  ones,  worse  than  orphans,  who  have 
been  sheltered  in  the  Home,  during  the  past  year : some  of 
whom  have  been  provided  with  permanent  homes  in  the 
city,  and  some  in  the  country. 

The  reports  of  their  welfare,  as  given  by  those  who  have 
visited  the  children,  and  made  personal  inspection  of  their 
condition,  are  such  as  the  following : 

1.  G.  W.  Favored  with  a pleasant  and  comfortable 
home. 

2.  T.  H.  A fine  boy,  in  fine  health  and  much  beloved 
by  the  family. 

3.  R.  McK.  Excellent  manners  and  deportment:  im- 
proves in  his  studies,  is  a faithful  attendant  at  Sabbath- 
school,  and  has  a very  desirable  home. 

4.  W.  W.  Those  with  whom  this  boy  is,  seem  to  love 
him  with  as  much  warmth  as  their  own  children. 

5.  W.  S.  Ho  child  could  possibly  be  better  cared  for. 

6.  R.  R.  This  is,  of  all  the  children  I ever  visited,  the 
most  happy  little  girl,  and  such  a home  as  she  is  in  posses- 
sion of,  is  really  enviable. 
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STATISTICS. 

During  the  past  years,  155  children  have  been  admitted, 
viz  : — 97  hoys,  and  58  girls. 

Of  these,  13  were  returned  by  persons  with  whom  they 
had  been  placed.  33  were  committed  by  Judges  and  other 
legal  authorities. 

Of  this  number,  131  have  been  placed  in  good  homes,  or 
returned  to  their  friends,  and  3 have  absconded. 

There  are  now  in  the  Home,  101  children. 

During  most  of  the  winter  months,  the  average  number 
has  been  over  120. 


FUNDS. 

Notwithstanding  the  unexampled  pecuniary  pressure  du- 
ring the  last  year,  the  good  fortune  of  the  Home,  which 
has  so  wonderfully  followed  it  thus  far,  has  not  forsaken  it. 
The  Managers  renew  their  acknowledgment  of  their  in- 
debtedness for  this  continued  liberality.

It  is  with  great  pleasure,  and  with  unfeigned  gratitude 
to  the  Giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift,  that  the  Man- 
agers report,  that  the  number  of  children  has  been  preserv- 
ed entire,  during  the  year,  notwithstanding  the  prevalence 
of  measles  and  scarlet  fever. 

To  the  reverend  clergy,  their  legal  counsellors  and 
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attending  physicians,  the  thanks  of  the  Managers  are  due 
for  the  prompt  attention  given  to  the  calls  upon  their 
talents  and  their  time. 

As  also  to  the  numerous  friends  of  the  Institution,  who 
have  contributed  their  pecuniary  aid  to  its  support : the  re- 
ceipts from  whom  will  be  found  recorded  in  the  Treasurer’s 
Report : and  while  the  Managers  earnestly  appeal  to  the 
public  and  their  friends  for  a continuance  of  their  accus- 
tomed liberality,  they  cannot  be  relieved  of  a deep  solici- 
tude in  regard  to  the  support  of  their  “ Home”  until  it  is 
placed  in  such  condition,  that  its  income  may,  in  some 
good  measure,  be  adequate  to  its  yearly  expenditure.  And 
to  this  end,  their  unremitted  and  untiring  efforts,  and  their 
fervent  prayers  will  be  directed.

Whereas,  a number  of  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  have  formed 
an  Association  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and 
providing  for  friendless  and  destitute  children  : 

And  whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth  are  will- 
ing to  encourage  such  purposes ; Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it 
is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  Thomas  Earp, 
Thomas  S.  Mitchell,  William  R.  Stocktou,  John  W.  Claghorn,  Isaac 
Collins,  John  M.  Ogden,  James  J.  Barclay,  J.  Fisher  Learning,  Thomas 
Robinson,  William  S.  Perot,  Isaac  F.  Baker,  Henry  Perkins,  Joseph 
Jeanes,  II.  W.  Salford,  A.  Y.  Murphey,  Charles  Keen,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, be,  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a body  politic  in 
law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  “ The  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children and  by  that  name,  style,  and  title,  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 
sion, with  power  to  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  plea- 
sure ; to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  institution  ; to  sue  and  to  be  sued ; 
to  plead,  and  to  be  impleaded ; and  by  that  nann*,  style,  and  title  be 
capable  of  purchasing,  holding,  taking,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or 
personal,  for  the  use  of  the  said  corporation : Provided,  The  annual  in- 
come of  said  estate  shall  not  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  nor  be  ap- 
plied to  any  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  this  association  is  form- 
ed ; to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  appoint  such  officers  as  may  be  requisite,  to  establish  such 
other  By-Laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  as  the  said  corporation  shall  judge 
necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of  the  concerns  of  the  said 
corporation:  Provided,  That  the  same  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2.  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
May,  the  sum  of  one  dollar,  or  upwards,  shall  be  a member  of  the  said 
Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children  while  such  person  so  contributes; 
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and  every  person  who  shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a 
member  for  life. 

Sect  3.  The  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for 
Friendless  Children  shall  be  conducted  by  a Board  of  Managers,  consist- 
ing of  twenty-four  ladies,  and  a Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  sixteen 
gentlemen.  And  the  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  meet  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  May  next,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  board  of 
trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect  a board  of  managers,  six  of  whom 
shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to  serve  for  two  years,  six  to 
serve  for  three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for  four  years  ; and  also  a board  of 
sixteen  trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  four 
for  two  years,  four  for  three  years,  and  four  for  four  years.  And  the 
members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  said  board  of  trustees 
shall  designate,  elect  six  managers  and  four  trustees,  to  serve  for  four 
years,  and  shall  then  and  there  also  elect  a manager  or  managers,  trustee 
or  trustees,  to  fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  be  occasioned  by 
the  death,  resignation,  or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any 
manager  or  trustee.  Provided,  That  the  managers  and  trustees,  chosen 
in  May  last,  shall  continue  to  act  until  others  shall  be  elected.  And  pro- 
vided further,  That  in  case  an  election  shall  not  be  held  at  the  time  pro- 
vided, the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten  day’s  notice  that  an- 
other election  will  be  held,  which  said  election  shall  be  held  within  one 
month  after  the  said  second  Tuesday  in  May.  And  provided,  That  notice 
of  an  election  shall  be  given  at  least  twice  a week,  for  two  weeks,  in  two 
of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  prior  to  the  time  of 
holding  said  election. 

Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  and 
trustees,  in  their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all  children 
who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  management,  in  either  of  the 
following  modes : 

Firstly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  be  volun- 
tarily surrendered  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  by 
their  mother,  or  by  their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  and 
trustees. 

Secondly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  com- 
mitted to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia,  or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and 
County  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or 
by  the  mayor  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  on  account  of  vagrancy,  or  the 
exposure  or  neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said  children  by  their  parents  or 
parent,  guardians  or  other  persons  having  custody  of  said  children ; and 
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it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  mayor  so  committing  any  child  to  the 
care  of  the  said  managers  or  trustees,  to  annex  to  the  commitment  an  ab- 
stract of  the  evidence  taken  by  him,  and  on  -which  his  adjudication  was 
founded,  which  said  evidence  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  taken 
in  the  presence  of  said  child. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  the  guardian- 
ship of  the  said  children  so  placed  under  their  care  and  management  du- 
ring- their  minority:  shall  cause  them  to  be  educated  and  instructed  in  a 
proper  manner,  and  may,  when,  in  their  discretion,  it  shall  appear  proper, 
bind  the  said  children,  with  their  consent,  as  apprentices,  during  their 
minority,  to  such  persons,  and  at  such  places,  and  to  learn  such  trades 
and  employments  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees, 
will  be  most  conducive  to  the  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  children. 
Provided,  the  charge  and  power  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees,  over 
and  upon  the  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the  case  of  females,  extend  be- 
yond the  age  of  eighteen  years  ; or  the  said  managers  and  trustees  may, 
in  their  discretion,  return  the  said  children  to  their  parents,  or  surviving 
parent  or  guardians.  .
